TOKYO (AP) 
States troops stormed ~back 
into Yudong today and 
wrested control of the village 
from a. battalion of Chinese 
Reds. Elsewhere Canadian 
and British forces pushed to 
within four miles of Hong- 
chan. 


Yudong is 11 miles southeast 
of Hongchon and less than three 
miles southwest of a Chinese 
concentration area. 


A US. 2nd Division patrol 
first entered the town Monday 
night but withdrew after a brief 
fire fight.

Spy’s Atomic 
Bomb Bared 
At U.S. Trial 


NEW YORK (AP) — The 
Greenglass._ atom bomb, a spy’s 
idea of the real atom bomb, was 
bared to the world today. 


It is enough to tell any atom 
bomb-maker how to overcome 
some of his mo&t serious diffi- 
culties. 

The secrets were shown in 
some sketches made by David 
Greenglass, confessed spy, at 
Los Alamos, where he worked 
and where all United States 
atom bombs have been designed 

He described the atom bomb 
as a round object, made of three 
concentric shells, surrounded by 
a girdle of detonators. 

The outer shell, he said, was 
plastic but filled with the fairly 
heavy metap barium. The pur- 
pose of this shell, he said, is to 
protect the girdle of detonators 


from radio.active rays coming 
from deep inside this bomb. 


The second shell, inward, was 
made of plutonium, the atomic 
bomb explosive. Inside it was a 
third shell, of beryllium. This 
inner shell, said Greenglass, was 
to supply the neutrons to set off 
the plutonium explosion. 


The damaging secret is the 
girdle of detonators. The tip-off 
to their importance is their de- 
scription by Greenglass—both in 
sketches and by name—as flat 
lenses, a mechanism which chan. 
= the direction of an explo- 
sion.

Because what is now used as 
the cafeteria at the Legislative 
Buildings was constructed for a 
Parliamentary bar early in the 
century and does not meet pres- 
ent requirements, many teapots 
are hidden in bottom drawers of 
secretaries’ desks. 

Need for them will be a thing 
of the past when the modern 
new cafeteria in the large new 
provincial building on Govern- 
ment Street is completed. 

For that all-impdrtant morning 
coffee (which will be obtained 
from pyrex-lined urns, complete 
with nozzles which spray boiling 
water over the- grounds), civil 
servants will have at their dis- 
posal a large, attractive space on 
Elliott Street side of tie building. 

There's a terrazzo floor, green 
tile. extending half. .way.up,.the 
walls, and the rest painted a 
coral pink. 

PREFAB SANDWICHES 

With an eye to the present-day 
cost: of full meais; those who will 
be in charge of the cafeteria will 
place the emphasis on light 
tunches—salads, sandwiches (pre- 
fabricated and wrapped), with a 
enechoice. hot dinner: 

The other emphasis is cleanli- 
ness. Glistening stainless steel 


racks, urns, counters and auto- 
matic kitchen equipment are the 
last word inefficiency and sani- 
tation, The line along which 
customers wil] slide their trays 
wil} be glass-sided, in order that 
no food can be handled and re- 
turned.

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B.C. Can Make Weapons 


REMIER CAMPBELL OF MANI- 
toba has proposed a plan of indus- 
trial mobilization which has &@ special 
interest for British Columbia. The Fed- 
eral Government, he says, should set up 
an advisory counci] which would help 
to organize defence orders for small 
manufacturing concerns. He is afraid 
that in the rush to build weapons all 
the business will go to big firms, mostly 
in the east, and the possible contribu- 
tions of small firms will be overlooked. 
No province except Ontario and Que- 
bec can contribute as much to the de- 
fence program, in the form of manu- 
factured goods, as British Columbia. 
Like Manitoba, British Columbia does 
not expect any defence article to be 
built here if it can be built more cheaply 
somewhere else. There will be general 
agreement with the policy laid down in 
Parliament’ by’ Mr: Howe, who’ says 
he wishes to buy at the cheapes{ source. 
Mr. Howe argues soundly that it will 
be “folly for the Government. to set-up 
large new industries in places where 
they cannot be converted later to suc. 
cessful civilian production. If factories 
are established according to the pres- 
sures %f local politics, regardless of cost 
and efficiency, the public will pay an 
unnecessary cost in taxes and local com. 
munities wil] pay a worse cost in dis. 
location when the factories close. 


Mr. Howe's plan is to use so far as 
possible the existing industries of Can- 
ada to produce the goods he needs, Mr. 
Campbell urges him to use the indus- 
tries of the west which have proved, by 
their success in normal times, that they 
are economic. 

Some small western industries will 
have to reduce their operations or close 
altogether if they are deprived of raw 
materials needed for defence and if they 
are ngt given defence orders. 

That” threat faeces—many—British Co- 
lumbia industries. All they have a right 
to.ask,.all. that Mr. Campbell.has-.asked, 
is that the little manufacturer shall have 
the right to tender for orders and get 
them if his tender is competitive. 

In the complexities of rearmament 
a busy Government may easily overlook 
the chance to use small industries to 
make the various component parts of 
armaments. The‘advisory council urged 
by Mr. Campbell could keep the Govern. 
ment constantly informed of these-oppor- 
tunities, 

Meanwhile it is satisfactory to hear 
from Mr. Howe that he intends to dis- 
perse the whole defence manufacturing 
program as widely as possible, will rely 
on existing industries rather than build 
new ones. and will expand the industries 
of such big cities as Toronto and Mont- 
real only “as a last resort.” 


-New Hands On The Reins 


N° CHANGE IS EXPECTED IN 
~ " Britain's basic foreign policy as the 
result of Mr. Herbert Morrison's succes. 
sion to the post vacated by Mr. Ernest 
Bevin. Correspondents inform us, how- 
ever, that some difference may be noted 
in the manner of enforcing policy 
because of differences in persogality 
between its. present and former ~ chief 
architect. 

Mr. Bevin was blunt, candid, and so 
typically British that he appeared in 
international conferences to be the 
embodiment of John Bulj himself. His 
methods, in the opinion of some foreign 
diplomats, were too unyielding. In the 
last -year, broken. by -his long public 
service, he had been unable to perform 
his duties fully and difficulties inevitably 
arose both in devising and executing 
foreign policy. 

History will rank Mr. Bevin, how- 
ever, high in the list of those-whe-have 
held an office second only to that of the 
Prime Minister. Mr, Dean Achéson, bid- 
ding--goodbye~to Mr. Bevin; after their 
last conference, spoke honestly when he

judgment and not a little courage 
when he rejects the opportunity to 
impose a hidden, indirect sales tax, 
British Columbia, he says, will continue 
to levy its sales tax directly and visibly,

Mr. Johnson does not object to the 
constitutional amendment, now before 
Parliament, by which, the provinces 
could collect a three per cent sales tax 
indirectly and invisibly in the sale of 
goods.

Apart from the fact that taxes should 
be kept as visible as possible. so. that 
everybody knows what he is paying, 
there-is another sound reason for Mr. 
Johnson's policy. If British Columbia 
used the proposed indirect tax it would 


said to the British officials: “Take good 
care of Ernie. The world cannot afford 
to lose him.” 

The world, unfortunately, has lost 
him as an international statesman, but 
his sound judgment and wise counsel 
remain at the service of Britain 

His successor, Mr. Morrison, a 
Cockney who has come up the hard 
way, is a very different man—cheerful, 
gregarious, flexible and transparently 
honest. His political education has been 
centred in the domestic issues-of Britain 
and his greatest usefulness to the Gov- 
ernment has been in the management of 
practical politics. Though it may be 
difficult for him to master the infinite 
complexities of foreign affairs, he is the 
ablest man Mr. Attlee could find within 
the Government for this most important 
portfolio. : 

The world is waiting to see how the 
concitiatory, pragmatic: methods of Mr. 
Morrison, will work in the intense diplo- 
matic’ struggle now under way among 
the Big Four, and in the deepening prob- 
lems of Asia, especially Malaya.

Right 
now it is too often forgotten that on 
many classes of goods the buying price 
includes eight percent for the Federal 
in addition to the 3.per cent for the Pro- 
vincial Governmpnt. \jAs these taxes are 
raised, So is the( cost of living. Fortun- 
ately Mr, Johnson understands this. 


Why Curtail Daylight Saving?

and August will not make sense to most 
people. If daylight saving is a good 
thing why shouldn't the public enjoy it 
throughout the spring, summer and early 
autumn months? 

Once the sun rises early enough most 
people, we imagine, will wish to get up 
early, absorb as much sunshine as 
possible and have the long evenings for 
recreation out of doors. 


The only serious objection comes 
from parents who say that children 
refuse to go to. sleep in daylight at the 
prescribed hour. We have been using 
daylight saving for a good many years 
and the children raised under this 
schedule appear to te as healthy as 
their parents, or healthier, because they 
get more sunshine. A majority of 
Canadians seems to desire daylight 
saving on the extended plan and is 
entitled to have it.

I do not refer to 
the Oxford Group, or to any Air Force 
group,’ or the islanders of the San Juan 
group. No, no, I am alluding to what the 
late Alan Breck Stewart called a wheen 
tarry sailors. I am all in favor of either 
individual or group ectentricity. There 
isn’t nearly enough of it, and it dimin. 
ishes daily, more’s the pity. Whims 
forever! 

All I am maintaining Lere is that any 
piece of tattooing is the whimsical equal 
of any other. Except, possibly in the 
case of tattooed and imperishable claims 
about perishable love , . . those are 
whimsical conceptions in a class of their 
own, 


AS for a more subdued treatment, two 
““ points occur to me. How can you 
get subdued exhibitionism? It seems to 
me a contradiction in terms, as if you 
spoke of bashful effrontery or the inayd- 
ible murmur of a drunken riot. and in 
any event, you want to be good and sure 
that your-artist’s pigments are not going 
to fade into a tired grey smear before 
you let him go ahead with a palette 
already subdued. Half the charm of an 
Old Master, in certain eyes, is that the 
painter’s colors have dimmed with the 
centuries. If the painter had used colors 
originally toned down, you couldn't see 
his blinking picture at all today. 


T. may. well be. that. Maitre . Burchett 

buys or makes colors of the most 
stubborn permanence.™ His Baby’ Pink 
may be fresh as ever 100 years from 
now (though perhaps-a. little shrunken in 
actual acreage as opposed to tone and 
hue). But I have seen quite decent work 
that has mellowed a great deal inside one 
short generation. It is on the arms of a 
naval friend of mine, and consists of a 
dragon on each forearm. In 1928 or so, 
these dragons were vividness itself. They 
looked like neon signs. By 1939 they had 
lost some of the old zip. They sneered 
at me, but didn’t blaze at me. In 1949, 
when I last met them, they were some. 
thing like stage grandmothers.- That is 
to. say, they were great characters, or 
tried to be; they were the most obvious 
thing on the stage; and they liked to 
snap at people in a firm falsetto. But 
they were dressed in lilac satin and ivory 
lace, so to speak, and everyone loved 
them. 


Now if those dragons had been orig- 
& inally tinted instead of being squeezed 
straight out.of. the tube, with gobs and 
gobs of White stirred into their. alizarin 
crimson and veridian green to turn them 
into False Dawn Pink and Early Dog- 
wood Green . . . well, they'd be mighty 
pasty worms today. The blue has lasted 
better, but even it I recall as a deep 
cobalt, while now it is a light French 
ultramarine. And my friend would no 
longer have me hesitate to go swimming 
with him, which would disappoint him 
keenly, for he fancies it does me good 
to be embarrassed. As perhaps it does 

- at least it keeps me from catéehing 
cold by fooling round the beach too long, 
while men stare at him. 


r IS TRUE that his reformed dragons 

were done while he was on the China 
Station by some Chinese or Japanese 
artist. That is where most sea-going 
dragons used to be tattooed. Indeed, 
they were a badge (though not exactly 
aeribbon or even a ribbon-worm) of 
service in those waters. But most 
Chinese and Japs are natural” artists 
and might easily know what they were 
doing. If most colors fade into a 
pleasant and now modish pastel effect, 
it might be better and more permanent 
to start off a little boldly. And if the 
fading, in the case of such things as 
dragons, is rather a pity in the eyes of 
tattoo-lovers, it is well to start'off some- 
thing more than boldly . . . with all the 
brutal assault of a kindergarten ‘kid as 
raw as his palette. 


AND how, in closing up my little 

tattooing booth for today, I wish to 
remark that exhibitionism .and_ skin- 
troubies*may be closely” allied” “This or 
the.authority of both psychiatrists and 
skin doctors. The glassic example, of 
course, is tattooing. In fact, tattooing 
is a triple. skin-trouble.

B the grey, gloomy city where the 
notes for this report were made, there 
is only one note of color—the innumer- 
able scarlet posters and banners demand- 
ing “German unity.” As the whole world 
knows by now, the American policy 
makers are terrified 
that the Soviets will 
shortly make a serious 
offer to unite and neu- 
tralize Germany, in 
order to halt Western 
rearmament and dis- 
rupt the Western 
alliance. 

The prize the 
Kremlin has to play 
for is very great in. 
deed. But it is impor- doseph 
tant to realize that the Kremlin must 
also. risk a very great stake in order to 
gain this prize. 

No offer to “unify” Germany will be 
treated seriously, either by the Western 
Germans or the Western allies, which 
does not Include a guarantee of free 
elections in East Germany. There is no 
doubt at all that the iron Communist 
control of East Germany would collapse 
instantly in any free election. And East 
Germany has become. a property of im- 
mense importance to the Kremlin. 

The great increase.:in.. East. German 
productivity is of course far more bene- 
ficial to the Kremlin than to the East 
German people. Thirty per cent of the 
industry, including such great plants as 
the former LG. Farben chemical complex 
at Bitterfeld, are directly owned by the 
Russian government: These not merely 
produce for Russian ‘accoufits but ‘also 
pay.a-handsore~ profit. ‘The remaining 
industry, of which about two-thirds “is 
owned by the East German state, pro. 
duces reparations out of current produc- 
tion for Russia to the tune of about 
1,500,000,000 marks per year. 
OCCUPATION COSTS 

Heavy occupation costs relieve the 
Kremlin of supporting its huge army in 
East Germany, and the East German 
taxpayer also pays the whole cost of 
operating. the uranium mines in the 
Erzegebirge, where nearly 250,000 work- 
ers are employed extracting radioactive 
ores for Marshal Beria’s atomic project. 

Finally almost al} German industrial 
concerns are buying agents for the 
Kremlin, securing from West Germany 
and elsewhere in West Europe an enor. 
mous volume of critical and strategic 
materials and equipment. For example, 
the Wismut A.G. not merely runs the 
Erzegebirge mines, but also buys in the 
West al] sorts of specia) items needed by 
Marshal Beria’s project in Russia. 
“Some of the Soviet returns from East 
Germany thereforé cannot be valued. It 
is not going too far, however, to say that 
in hard dolldr values, the Kremlin ex- 
tracts from this single small province 
of its empire, with a population of only 
17,000,000 people, an annua] revenue in 
goods and products of more than 
$2,000,000 ,000. 

In short, what is seen here in East 
Germany is a new imperialism so total 
and so unashamed that it would make 
Lord Clive himiself sink into the ground 
for very envy. Because of their hard. 
working character and submissiveness to 
authority, the East Germans have now 
adapted themselves to this new imperial- 
ism better than any of the other satel- 
lites. The question remains, whether the 
Soviets will wish to gamble this model 
province in order to halt the rearmament 
of the West,

THE HOME GARDEN 


Columbine 


Provides 


Splash Of Color 


By Jack and Hilda Beastall 

The Aquilegia, or columbine, 
with its ornamental 
flowers of charming form and 
pleasing held high 
strong stems, is well-loved 
garden perennial. 

There are very few spots in 
the garden to which some form 
of Aquilegia is not appropriate. 
The favorites today are the long 
spurred hybrids, but the older 
types, “with th eT “hanging 
blooms, have a charm of their 
own, and the species, the alpine 
forms which fit so naturally into 
the rock garden are rarely seef. 

Yet some of these are of easy 
ciilture and in this part of the 
garden they thrive best in a 
cool, half-shady spot with their 
roots in-a mixture of light loam 
and_ leafmould. 

Aquilegia alpina, of low-grow 
ing habit with flowers of deep 
blue in midsummer, comes from 
Europe. A, canadensis is the 
dainty scarlet and yellow colum- 
bine of this continent; and is 
in flower from May until July.

Both of the above mentioned 
are available locally and there 
are many more which may be 
obtained from specialists on this 
continent. One in particular is 
Aquilegia glandulosa, native to 
Siberia, its greatest attraction 
being its bluish foliage and

Unfortunately, this charming 
species is somewhat capricious 
and short-lived. It should be 
frequently renewed from seed, 
or by division betére the plant 
has quite gone to rest. A deep 
sandy soil is its preference and 
it loves an annual mulch of well- 
decayed manure and leafmould.

D. L. H, Forbes, president of 
Teck Hughes Gold Mines, has 
said the increased subsidization 
for gold mines will not change 
his. company’s plans to close 
down this. summer. 

The increase, he declares, is 
too sinall to 
compensate for 
the rising costs 
of mining. Teck 
Hughes would 
require $42 an 
ounce instead 
of the present 
$35 (U.S.) to be 
able to carry 


Mr. Forbes 
says that the 
only hope for the gold mining 
future is an actual increase. in 
the selling price of gold. On that 
score he is not altogether opti- 
mistic, although he considers 
there is a possibility that the 
International Monetary Fund 
may ke forced to accept revalu- 
ation of international currencies 
next year.

An idea of the struggle facing 
gold mining companies may be 
seen from the 1950 report of 
Magnet Consolidated.
